Th e President’s sp eech es o n h is trip co nstituted 
direct, no n-ap o lo getic defenses o f wh at h e and 
h is administratio n h av e do ne. First address, fo r 
ex amp le, was at Fremo nt, Nebraska, in th e h eart 
o f th e farm belt. • Th ere Mr. Ro o sevelt sto o d fo ur­ 
square fo r o ne o f h is mo st imp o rtant legislativ e 
p ets, th e AAA. At Salt Lake City , h e p raised 
Ph ilip p ine indep endence, o ne o f th e majo r acts 
o f h is administratio n in th e field o f fo reign af­ 
fairs. At Bo ulder City , Nevada, h e dedicated th e 
great Bo ulder Dam — and sp o ke aggressively in 
defense o f Federal Public Wo rks sp ending, and 
go v ernment-in-th e-p o wer-business. Th us it went, 
in set and info rmal sp eech es made all alo ng h is 
ro ute. It is significant th at h e said no th ing co n­ 
cerning a new co nstitutio nal amendment, a 
much -debated issue. Mo st ex p erts no w th ink th at 
h e will co ntinue to say no th ing abo ut it in th e 
future — it is to o dangero us and migh t beco me 
a bo o merang. 
Th us o p ened th e camp aign o f th e p arty -in- 


p o wer. And, sh o rtly after th e President h ad go ne 
to th e sea o n th e cruiser Ho usto n, it was met by 
th e h ead o f th e p arty -o ut-o f-p o wer, Mr. Ho o ver, 
wh o ap p arently o p ened th e Rep ublican camp aign 
o f 1936 with a ringing sp eech at Oakland, Cali­ 
fo rnia. Th is sp eech by th e o nly liv ing ex -p resi­ 
dent, was mo re th an usually imp o rtant — in it, 
fo r th e first time since h e went do wn to defeat 
in 1932, Mr. Ho o ver directly attacked, by name 
and by inference, definite acts and p o licies o f 
th e President.
